Sherm an has cabled to Consul General 
Lae th a t every reasonable dem and or 
request he may m ake of th e Spanish 
authorities in Cuba will be supported 
b y a ll the power of the U nited States 
governm ent. 
T he first dispatch received by the 
new secretary of state from G eneral 
Lee, outside of the ordinary routine, ' 
was brief and sim ple, asking w hat he 
eould expect in the way of being re­ 
lieved from further service at Havana, 
and calling attention to a desire hereto­ 
fore expressed that he m ight be per- 
m itted to return homo. 
Secretary Sherm an took th e dispatch 
to the exetmtive manMou. 
A fterw ards 
he cabled to General Lee asking him to 
continue at bis post. 
He was assured 
of fair treatm ent by th e adm inistration, 
and told th at his rem aining as consul 
general would be regarded by the pres­ 
ident as a personal favor. 
G eneral Lee cabled back th a t he had 
found it not only difficult but at times 
impos b le to furnish A m erican citizens 
tb at degree of protection to w hich he 
felt them entitled. 
He had often been
